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EXAMINER'S COMMENT 

Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last Office 
action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed December 3, 2003, with respect to the 
rejection of claims 1-5, 26-28 and 31-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103 have been fully considered and 
are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-5, 26-28 and 31-34 under 35 U.S.C. 103 has been 
withdrawn. Claims 6-25, 29, 30, 35 and 36 were objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim. The base claims are no longer rejected in light of the statement of common 
ownership between the application and the closest prior art of record, the Hermansson 
reference, at the time the invention was made in the Remarks. Therefore all claims are now in 
condition for allowance.
